Our 
printings** aren't so large as the record- 
makers for all time, but just the same it 
is interesting to note the records. They 
gauge demand and point to greater sales. 
Cakes and Ale has already had three print- 
ings, less than two weeks after publica- 
tion. Seed has had five, The Edwardians 
four, Méirthful Haven, Taft and Roosevelt, 
The Wreck of the Dumaru two each, and 
Doctor Serecold six so far. 


That's the .way books are selling now— 
and we're not through yet. For instance, 
only yesterday we published Margaret 
Kennedy's The Fool of the Family. Advance 
sales were easily 20% ahead of our ex- 
pectations. Two printings were required 
before publication. The only other title 
on that date (October 17th) was He Done 
Her Wrong—all-picture burlesque by Milt 
Gross. Four advance printings have been 
required on this. 


To top it all, coming on November 7th 
is Other Man’s Saucer, a 21-year-old 
English boy's shocking picture of life at 
Oxford, and Mary Borden's The Woman 
with White Eyes— her best since ‘‘Three 
Pilgrims and a Tinker’’ . . . followed on 
November 14th by The Water Gipsies by 
A. P. Herbert, and on November 21st 
by Arnold Bennett's latest novel, Imperial 
Palace. That's the line-up. Watch it. 
It’s a steady stream of best-sellers from 
now till Christmas—and beyond!

OST of us do our growing very young. Habits 

soon cake and harden us, and whatever experience 
Circumstance is good enough to dole out, we accept 
and submit to, changing little. Life finds most of us— 
after adolescent years, anyway—very poor engraving 
substance.

j Ts way to sell more books is, as 
Mr. Duffus states and _ implies 
throughout his book, “to place them 

under the noses of millions of potential 
readers.” 

The purpose of this article is to provide 
a practical plan for placing books under 
the noses of millions of potential readers 

in such a way that they will buy them. 
The Principle 

This plan is based upon the principle 

_ that greatly increased book sales will re- 

© sult from: 

_ 1. Rehabilitation and expansion of pres- 

Fi ent book outlets. 

4 2. Establishment of new bookshops. 

. 3. Widespread establishment of numer- 

ous miscellaneous outlets. 


The Starting Point 
_ The National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers is the logical agency to take the 
lead in any endeavor to increase the gen- 
eral sale of books. 


The First Step 


To designate the chief function of the 
National Association of Book Publishers 
formally as the duty of providing the 
mechanics for book distribution by selling 
the idea of bookselling and keeping it sold. 


The Second Step 


_ Employment by the National Associa- 
tion of Book Publishers of a small group 








of trained research workers and sales rep- 
resentatives to work under direction of a 
promotion specialist and governing board. 


The Third Step 


A definite, intelligent, co-operative pro- 
gram such as is suggested here by the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers. It 
should be submitted to the American Book- 
sellers Association and all other or- 
ganizations interested in increasing book 
sales for their approval and cooperation. 
When agreed upon, all parties thereto 
should have sufficient faith to persevere 
until it is carried out—certainly for not 
less than three years. 


Methods of Operation 


The objective being to sell the idea of 
bookselling, the duties of those employed 
by the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers naturally become those of a sales 
organization in all that the name implies. 
These duties may be roughly classified and 
treated, as follows: 

A. Knowledge. ‘They must be equipped 
with a thorough knowledge of the product 
to be sold. To obtain this information 
surveys of various kinds, research and an- 
alytical work and similar methods of ob- 
taining authentic data must be resorted to. 

B. Prospects. They must locate pros- 
pects to whom to sell the idea of book- 
selling. 

C. Actual Selling. 
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D. Servicing. This plan contemplates 
direct assistance in every case where an 
outlet is to be opened and frequent con- 
tacts thereafter. 


A—Knowledge 


A separate prospectus should be prepared 
to fit each legitimate prospect discovered. 
Such a prospectus should include all of 
the information that the prospective cus- 
tomer for opening a book outlet would 
want to know. In other words, the 
National Association of Book Publishers 
should go about selling a man or group of 
men on the idea of selling books just as 
one would go about selling the idea of any 
other kind of representation, with facts, 
figures and plans. 

To give a more definite idea as to what 
I have in mind when speaking of a “pros- 
pectus,” let me mention two of the very, 
very many things that are possible and 


should be included: 


Location and Space Principles 


Present-day trend is toward small, com- 
pact stores. Most old and many new busi- 
ness buildings have store-rooms larger than 
required for present-day shops. ‘This 
makes it possible for bookshops to join 
with some specialty firm, such as drugs, 
needing small but well forward space, in 
leasing a desirable location larger than 
either could afford individually. 

Such space should be partitioned length- 
wise, leaving about one-fourth on one side 
and three-fourths on the other side of par- 
tition. It should be partitioned across 
about mid-way or as the needs of the firms 
might require. ‘The line able to pay the 
higher rental should occupy the front sec- 
tion; and the bookshop, the remaining 
twenty-five per cent of the front and all 
of the back. ‘This arrangement gives a 
bookshop a good location and small dis- 
play space on the main thoroughfare at a 
rental it can afford to pay. At the same 
time it affords a clean, comfortable and 
quiet place in which to work—an arrange- 
ment that every bookshop needs. 

With such an arrangement a two-per- 
son, semi-self-service shop is possible. “Iwo 
people with part-time help from libraries 
or offices are sufficient for bookshops ex- 
cept in central business districts of large 
cities, 
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Financing Suggestions 


Bookshops may frequently be financed 
in small and medium sized towns by hay. 
ing about fifty representative citizens syb. 
scribe to one share of stock each, valued 
at $100 and the management Providing 
the rest of the capital. These sponsor 
stockholders should be solicited from the 
fifty most likely book customers thus giy. 
ing the shop fifty regular patrons to start 
with. Members of their families would 
provide many boosters. ‘The investment 
should prove as profitable or more so than 
many others and at the same time give 
stockholders the satisfaction of having 
helped in establishing a cultural center as 
well as a new business venture for their 
town. ‘There are many ramifications of 
this idea that will occur as it is under- 
taken—especially when shops undertake 
lectures and similar features. 


B—Prospects 


Prospects for opening outlets may be de- 
veloped in many ways just as prospects are 
developed for building golf courses and 
mausoleums or automobile distributors 
located. Personal calls upon department 
store and chain store officials should be 
frequent. Inquiries of Chambers of Com- 
merce and other organizations should be 
made. Advertising should be used includ- 
ing newspapers and periodicals. 


Prospects of First Importance 


While other prospects are being devel- 
oped the entire program should be ex- 
plained to present booksellers. They 
should be urged to open branches; to lease 
space in department stores; to arrange witht 
other lines such as art stores, sporting- 
goods stores, house-furnishing stores and 
others to show certain types of books on 
commission or reciprocal arrangement. 
Present dealers should be resold on the 
idea of bookselling in the light of this new 
undertaking and given every opportunity 
to take advantage of it. 

They should be given the benefit of all 
information in the hands of the National 
Association of Book Publishers, too, as 0 
store plans, financing data and similar 19- 
formation as suggested for use in present: 
ing the case to prospects. 

This should be done by assigning two or 
three capable men to call state or district 
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bookseller meetings and going over the 
matter with them in groups. 


Prospects of Second Importance 


Prospects for opening new individual 
bookshops and chains of bookshops should 
have the next preference. 

After finding that the prospect is legi- 
timate and capital sufficient, one person 
should be assigned to sell the prospect and 
to work with him until the new store is 
successfully launched after the most ap- 
proved plans suited to the community and 
class of business to be done. 


Prospects of Third Importance 


Miscellaneous outlets such as chain drug 
) stores, chain tobacco stores, chain depart- 
‘ment stores and even chain grocery stores 
should come next in order of importance. 
"Individual publishers have opened a few 
‘such outlets already. All that is now 
‘needed is a cooperative, sustained effort 
' along the same general lines. 


A Word About Grocery Stores 


Apropos of grocery stores as outlets, 
while such distribution is rather remote it 
may be well to bear them in mind. A few 
- cook-books, reprints, books on child-train- 
‘ing, health books, game books and others 
' displayed in the thousands of one and two- 
+man, chain grocery stores in this country 
would introduce books to a larger audi- 
"ence than that now having access to them. 
Customers in such stores have much time 
>to examine books while waiting for ser- 
g vice A large percentage of them would be 
come regular or occasional book buyers. 
f Pel of wealth and education are patron- 
) izing this type of store more and more. 

The selling talk to prospective miscel- 

Res outlets should stress, among other 
} things: 

a. Rapid turn-over when rightly han- 
dled. 

b. Purchases usually large enough to se- 
cure maximum discount. 

c. Very small capital outlay required for 
attractive assortment. 

d. Small space required for display. 
Can be moved about to take advan- 
tage of crowds attending special 
sales events. 

e. Small amount of sales attention re- 
quired, 
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f. In chain stores stock can be switched 
from store to store. 
g. Books add prestige and distinction. 


D—Servicing All Book Outlets 


Above and backing up all other sales 
appeals should be an offer to lend the ser- 
vices of an expert at small cost or no cost 
at all to install the department or store 
with necessary systems, trained workers 
who would remain until everything was in 
good working order. Further, assurance 
should be given that future cooperation 
would be forthcoming from headquarters 
when needed. 

If it is worth while for a single office 
equipment house to send a special repre- 
sentative across the country as is fre- 
quently done in many lines to work with 
newly appointed agencies for days or 
weeks, it should certainly be worth while 
for all publishing interests jointly to have 
book sections established in a chain of 
stores or a regular bookshop, with a stock 
of from $5,000 to $10,000 upward opened 
on a safe and sane basis. 


Furthermore, every outlet should have 
a visit from someone from headquarters at 
least once a year to bring the latest news 
from the front, answer questions, adjust 
disputes, train sales people, talk before civic 
clubs and schools and handle all duties 
that might come before a high class spe- 
cial representative. Such a representative 
might also investigate and dig up prospects. 


Two Groups of Outlets Must Be Recognized 


The time has arrived when it is meces- 
sary to recognize two groups of outlets: 
Group 1, hereinafter called Regular 

Group, consists of firms that make the 

sale of books their sole or principal busi- 

ness or, at least, a major department. 
Group 2, hereinafter called Miscellaneous 

Group, consists of all other handling 

books as side lines. 


Discussion of Regular Group 


The Regular Group will be recognized 
as those constituting prospects of first and 
second importance referred to above. 
The Regular Group should consider them- 
selves and be recognized by publishers as 
the present and future leading book out- 
lets. Members of the National Associa- 
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tion of Book Publishers, jointly and indi- 
vidually should regard members of the 
Regular Group very much as a close-knit 
and loyal dealer organization is regarded 
and should treat them accordingly. 


Inducements to Regular Group 


While it is manifestly impossible for 
publishers individually or collectively to 
discriminate between different kinds of 
dealers, there are many ways of co-operat- 
ing with regular dealers to compensate 
them for proper representation without 
discriminating against others. Regular 
dealers could be identified by membership 
in American Booksellers Association if nec- 
essary. Such cooperation might take 
many forms but especially those that, while 
open to all, would have little interest for 
the Miscellaneous Group. What I have 
in mind is something like this: 

1. Contributions to the National Adver- 
tising Funds of American Booksellers 
Association (see below). 

2. Discounts based on gross annual vol- 
ume of purchases rather than upon 
individual titles. 

3. If No. 2 is not practicable, then dis- 
counts on titles made _ retroactive; 
that is, if the original order should 
be for five copies at 33 1/3 and total 
orders for a stated period, say one 
year, should be for 50 copies, that 
the discount that would have applied 
to an initial order for 50 copies be 
applied and dealer credited. This 
should have a tendency to get a 
wider representation of titles through- 
out the country. If this particular 
plan is not adopted some plan that 
would increase the number of titles 
displayed should be worked out. 

4. Increased discounts on slow-moving 
items. Unlike all other lines 
the slowest moving books carry the 
smallest discounts, due to the fact that 
discount is based upon purchases per 
title. This is responsible for the fact 
that so few books of poetry and mis- 
cellaneous books are obtainable in the 
stores in smaller cities. 

5. Extension and uniformity of the plan 
now being tried by some publishers 
for exchanging stock after a certain 
period. 

6. Mail orders referred back to mem-

Publishers 
should set a definite date for each 
book before which time it will not 
be published in a cheaper edition, 
Should circumstances make it advis. 
able to reprint earlier than agreed 
upon then publishers should rebate 
the dealers a certain percentage of the 
cost of the books remaining unsold 
for each month ahead of schedule the 
book is reduced. And generally, there 
should be a more open and_ frank 
treatment of dealers.

Many 
books are bought far in advance of 
publication or from advertising at the 
time of publication. In the first place 
the buyer forgets what it is all about 
by publication date and in either event 
the sales force is poorly informed.

On their own behalf the Regular Gioup

them are now or are likely to become mem- 
bers of the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion, I will consider all of them as so be- 
longing, for convenience: 


The First Step for the Regular Group 


Membership in the American Booksell- 
ers’ Association should require certain 
standards of excellence that mean some- 
thing so that all members could display 
the insignia on their windows, stationery 
and in their advertising to advantage. 
Such qualifications might include, among 
others: 


(a) Possession and understanding of the 
tools of the trade such as Publishers’ 
Weekly, “United States Catalog,” 
“Cumulative Book Index,” ‘Trade 
List Annual” and other reference 
books needed in special cases. 

(b) Ability and readiness to supply any 
book not in stock, to render intelli- 
gent, accurate book service and to 
have book-trained sales people. 

(c) Cooperation with other members in 
sales efforts such as are mentioned 
under “Book Bonds” “Wire Service” 
and similar plans that may be orig- 
inated. 

(d) To keep accurate stock records as 
above described and certain cost rec- 
ords for comparison purposes when 
requested. 

(e) To pay bills promptly so that there 
will be no delay in the service by rea- 
son of failure to ship. 

(f) To conduct their business so that con- 
fidence in bookstores will be restored. 


The Second Step for Regular Group 


The members of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association should assess themselves 
a certain percentage of gross book sales for 
national book advertising, said fund to be 
supplemented by National Association of 
Book Publishers and all others interested 
in increased book sales the idea being that 
all national, general book advertising 
should be done under the auspices of the 
American Booksellers’ Association. 

Such advertising should stress the ser- 
vice booksellers are prepared to render by 
describing the tools of the trade, their 
book-trained sales people, stock assortment, 
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special order services and reading induce- 
ments similar to those suggested below. 

Magazines and newspapers should be 
used almost altogether for this type of ad- 
vertising supplemented by attractive book- 
lets written in narrative form. 

A different booklet should be available 
about every three months for the first year. 
Each booklet should list all members of 
the American Booksellers’ Association, geo- 
graphically. Imprinted copies of the book- 
lets should be sold to dealers at cost for 
local distribution. 

Each advertisement should carry a 
coupon or offer to send the booklet free 
upon request and should be run over the 
name of American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion. Names of those requesting booklets 
should be forwarded to members in the 
respective towns or next nearest towns. 

The first booklet should be built around 
the tools of the trade. Subsequent book- 
lets appealing to various circumstances and 
tastes could easily be written. 
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Subsequent Steps for Regular Group 


In addition to securing members. check. 
ing membership qualifications, handling ad. 
vertising campaigns and similar routine 
matters the business of the American Book. 
sellers’ Association should be to further the 
interests of its members along such line 
as: 

1. Co-operative buying for larger dis. 
counts 
Exchange of surplus stock betweep 
members 
Extension of clearing house system 
Extension of joint warehouse system 
Operation of cooperative promotion 
plans such as was tried by the “Book. 
Wire System.” A plan that has some 
promise is that of issuing “Book 
Bonds” or “Book Coupons’ to be sold 
by each member and redeemable for 
books in the store of any member—

Your November Windows

OVEMBER is the month for in- 
N tensive effort to put before your 
public the many offerings which 

the publishers have worked for many 
months preparing for them. Don’t let this 
month of months catch you unprepared. On 
Friday mornings—my idea of the best time 
to trim windows—get out your best pieces 
of velour and start something to keep 
things moving right along from now on. 
For your first window I would suggest 
something which at this time is very much 
in public esteem. I have in mind an all- 
mystery and detective story window. I 
would not confine this to a one-price line 
but would make it as comprehensive as 
possible. A three unit or pyramid ar- 
rangement should work out admirably for 
this. One of these I would build up with 
the new detective stories at $2.00 and 
$2.50 giving prominence to well-known 


authors like Van Dine, Oppenheim, Dut- 
ton, Rees, Fletcher etc. 
mid should be built of dollar mystery

A satisfactory arrangement for this display 
would be to show your merchandise in 
three pyramids with flat areas of large 
books on the floor of the window. I would 
make the central group of non-fiction, 
showing the larger and more pretentious 
Volumes in well built up arrangements, 
diversified as to subject, perhaps, but with 
the bigger volumes at the base and smaller 
Volumes near the apex. On each side of 
this central display I would arrange 
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banked up groupings of the new fiction. 
Arrange these as nearly as possible in rows 
of a color as suggested in last month’s 
article in this series. ‘There are some very 
excellent posters available to lend color 
and life to this display. The Stokes easel 
for the new Bromfield novel is very color- 
ful. Houghton Mifflin has a good por- 
trait poster for the new Sabatini novel, 
and the low marine perspective which 
Appleton has made for the Lincoln story 
is very effective. Owing to the diversity 
of price range it-is dificult to mark all 
your merchandise in this window, but a 
sign reading: “New Fiction $2.00 and 
$2.50” and another reading: “New and 
Important Books of Interest,” without any 
price marked thereon should suffice. . 

For your fourth window, show 75 cent 
books. Suggested displays for this type 
of merchandise have already appeared in 
these columns, all I will say here, and that 
by way of reiterating what I have already 
said, is, put them in, in quantity. Show 
the price. Use the publishers’ display mat- 
ter without stint. If there are some pic- 
tures showing at your local theaters that 
link up with the books, it may pay you to 
tie up your display with the local theater 
advertising. In Evansville we have co- 
operated occasionally with the theatrical 
interests, and they are usually willing to 
furnish stills and posters to add to the in- 
terest of the display. ‘They attract atten- 
tion, too, and make sales that otherwise 
might be missed. 

Your fifth and sixth windows should be 
both Children’s Book Week windows, as 
this is the twelfth anniversary of the big 
week. You can get lots of co-operation in 
making these windows a big success. Rand 
McNally has for some years been fur- 
nishing the trade with a loan display which 
makes a corking background for this kind 
of window. I suppose it is to be had this 
year, though I am not sure. Grosset and 
Dunlap, Burt, Macmillan, and Double- 
day, Doran have some fine posters of chil- 
dren’s books as have almost all publishers 
who publish this kind of literature. It is 
well in giving two windows in one week 
to children’s books to arrange the windows 
so that you have books for children from 
2 to 8 years in one, and from 9 to 15 in 
the other. For the younger children I 
would arrange a window of many little 
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displays in groups, an arrangement some- 
what after the following is suggested: 

A group or pyramid of Scribner $2.50 
classics. 

One of the $1.75 books featuring espe- 
cially the Harper and Rand McNally 
lines. 

One of Houghton’s Riverside Bookshelf 
and Little Brown’s Beacon Hill Classics 
at $2.00. 

A group assorted of $1.50 books featur- 
ing Lippincott’s, Nelson’s, Macrae Smith's 
and David McKay’s lines particularly. 

A group of the Oz Books. 

A set or more of Burgess’ Bedtime 
Stories or some similar line. 

A group of Dr. Doolittle Books. 

A group of $2.50 books in illustrated 
editions such as Crowell’s, Doubleday’s, 
Lippincott’s, McKay’s, etc. 

A group of selected dollar books. 

All over the floor of the window I 
would arrange the large flat books, espe- 
cially the colorful Rand McNally, Stoll & 
Edwards, Platt and Munk, Albert W hit- 
man, Saalfield and Volland books.

dren’s books on its tables during this week. 
At Smith & Butterfield’s in Evansville, we 
have two such displays, one at the Willard 
Library in the downtown section and one 
at the East Side Carnegie Library in the 
residence district. The libraries co-operate 
in selecting what books to display so that 
the ALA recommendations are for the 
most part followed. ‘This arrangement 
enables the bookseller to extend his display 
over a larger area and reaches the parents 
of the children who might not find it con- 
venient to come to the store at that time, 
It is a very practical idea and worth while 
from the standpoint of both library, dealer 
and public. 

For your seventh window, display dol- 
lar books. A pre-Christmas buying cam- 
paign might be stimulated by showing them 
at this time. Suggest it to the passerby 
by means of showcards. Stress the eco- 
nomical aspect of books for a dollar as an 
urge to doing their Christmas shopping 
now. 

The last window this month should fea- 
ture attractive gift books, especially leather 
bound gift editions of the classics, poets, 
etc. This window deserves careful plan- 
ning and must not be overcrowded. 
Drapes of velour are suggested both for 
the background and for the various units 
in the display. If the expense of this is 
greater than the dealer can afford, a very 
fine background may be obtained through 
the use of crépe paper. Use it twisted im 
long strands. The process of making this 
background is tedious but does not call tor 
any special study. A quick glance over the

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Contemporary Spanish American 


Literature 
Waldo Frank 


HE Spanish Americans have always 
been a literary people. They are 
heirs of the traditions and culture 


- of the Roman Catholic Church in which 


the written word, as revelation and as 


Fart, has ever been of paramount impor- 
tance. This does not mean that they have 


' always been a literate people. 
' contrary, in fact. 


Quite the

This condition, of course, was 
universal in Europe until the nineteenth 
century; and it may be said to prevail, 
still, to some extent, in Spain and in the 
majority of the Latin American Repub- 
lics. 

There has always existed, and exists to- 
day, an élite which cultivates literature as 
an end unto itself. Books, until very re- 
cently, have not been regarded as a means 
of earning a living. Even today, there 
are very few leading writers of books in 


Spanish America who hope to sel] enough 


of their wares to be able to dispense with 
other professions. Writers are either 
journalists—contributing regularly to the 
great daily papers, or they are teachers, 
lawyers, doctors. And one result of this 


has been, that the literary level of the 


Spanish American book is unusually high. 
Authors produce them, out of vanity, per- 
haps; but very seldom for commercial rea- 
sons. For the most part they write books, 
because the spirit moves them. To pay 
their bills, they write articles—a very dif- 
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But a consequence of this lack of a busi- 
ness basis in Spanish-American letters has 
been a very poor circulation of even the 
best of the literary output. Authors were, 
often, satisfied to issue very limited edi- 
tions, which they circulated privately to 
their literary friends at home or in other 
Spanish American countries. Publishing 
and bookselling were not considered busi- 
ness enterprises. And when a Spanish 


American author did find a larger audi- 
ence for his works, it was almost always 
through the medium of a publisher in Ma- 
drid, Barcelona or Paris. 

With the turn of the century, however, 
the medieval culture of these Republics 
rapidly disappeared ; and the wave of mod- 
ernism began to sweep from Mexico to 
Argentina. The first to take advantage of 
the new popular book-buying market were 
the Spaniards. Every important city in 
Spanish America had its bookstores, owned 
for the most part, and managed, by Span- 
ish immigrants. And the vast bulk of the 
popular works sold was written and 
printed in Spain. ‘The literature of Span- 
ish America itself (always excepting the 
large and highly competent journalistic 
output) remained aristocratic. Poets were 
in the majority: and only the small class 
of the intellectuals and élite could follow 
the movement. 

But already, this condition of the book- 
market—what might be called the “lit- 
erary colonialism” of Spanish America— 
is becoming a thing of the past. A single 
set of figures will explain the modern 
trend most succinctly: Below are the 
figures of imports of Spanish printed mat- 
ter for Argentina for five years: 


1916: 724,424 kilograms

These figures, which are typical for all 
the more advanced of the Republics, speak 
for themselves. Spanish America is less 
and less dependent on Spain for its books: 
it is reading far more, but (like the 
United States in the nineteenth century) 
it is becoming literally independent. 

The aristocratic tradition of Spanish 
American letters has not, however, disap- 
peared. What has happened is, that the 
audience for literature of an aristocratic 
grade is enormously increasing. With its 
increase, moreover, the attitude of the 
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writer changes. He becomes aware of his 
larger public; he comes to need it; he 
comes to address it with enhanced ability 
and firmness. 

Perhaps the simplest result of this lit- 
erary revolution, is that gradually the 
common literary medium is changing from 
poetry to prose. A very large percentage 
of the good writing of Spanish America 
is still in verse. Poetry has always been 
the mark of the caballero in such cultured 
centers as Mexico, Bogota, Lima, San- 
tiago de Chile, Habana. But poetry after 
all is a medium inherently restricted; un- 
less of course we include the popular bal- 
lad-forms. The exquisite, subtle poetic 
compositions of the Spanish Americans of 
the nineteenth century were manifestly di- 
rected to a small, intimate audience. And 
as that audience grew larger, the directer 
and more ample medium of prose has been 
substituted for it. 

Within a single generation, Spanish 
American letters have changed from a 
rather exotic poetic form to a richly varied 
spread of novels, short stories, critical and 
historical essays. The men wko are writ- 


ing this prose are still the heirs of the 


aristocratic tradition. ‘They are, above all, 
literary masters. Craftsmanship, and the 
ethics of good writing are engrained in 
their work. But the democratic era has 
transformed them. They go, for their 
material, to life itself. And they instinc- 
tively form their material, so as to make 
it accessible (like the great novelists of 
England, France, Russia) to a large read- 
ing public. 

It would be difficult to overestimate the 
value and the attractiveness of this new lit- 
erary field, particularly to the cultivated 
American public. The Contemporary 
Spanish American fiction is characterized 
by two outstanding traits: its variety and 
its vitality. The writers of the “colonial 
period” were repressed: rigid Spanish and 
Catholic traditions kept them from imme- 
diate contact with the stupendously rich 
and luxuriant life of these wonderful coun- 
tries. Their work was academic, esoteric, 
exclusive and “high-brow.” And now, it’s 
as if all the tropic splendor, all the moun- 
tainous energy of this varied world, from 
Mexico to Chile, had suddenly burst into 
flaming articulation. The Spanish Ameri- 
can novelist with his sure craft has gone 
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at last to the native soil and to the native 
soul and has brought forth treasures, 

There are novelists like the Mexican, 
Mariano Azuela, who are depicting the 
life of the Mexican Indian, soldier 
mestizo, in the passionate years of revoly. 
tion. ‘There are novelists like the Colom. 
bian, José Eustacio Ribera, who bring the 
cruel and deep suffering of mankind jp 
the jungles, into their pages. Argentinians 
like Ricardo Giiraldes, Leopold Lugones 
Horacio Quiroga tell the tales of the 
gaucho, of the small country village lost 
on the pampa, of the northern forests 
where gigantic snakes still dispute the land 
with the pioneers. Venezuelan novelists, 
like Rufino Blanco-Fombana reveal the 
political and social fabric of their complex 
world; and like Teresa de la Parra the 
struggle of woman to be free of the medi- 
eval trammels of the Church. In Chile 
there is a whole school of admirable novel- 
ists devoted to the pastoral life of the vil- 
lages beneath the Andes. In Peru, story- 
tellers are reviving the communal culture 
of the Incas, and there are also psychologi- 
cal artists, like the great Cuban, A Her- 
nandez-Cata, or the Mexican Jaime Torres 
Bodeta, whose interest is in the secret 
places of the heart. 

I cannot attempt, in the brief compass 
of this article, to give even a superficial 
panorama of a literary field which is prob- 
ably as vitally exciting as was the field 
of Russia, when Pushkin, Gogol, Aksakov, 
Gonchavro Tolstoi, Dostoievski began to 
reveal Russia to the world. All I can hope 
to do is to make clear how potentially inter- 
esting to us this literature must be. For 
although the world of the Andes, of the 
pampas, of Mexico and of the Pacific is 
very different from our own, there are 
profound analogies. ‘These countries also 
are America, they also are the “new 
world,” in them, too. Humanity is stir 
ring to express itself in a new culture, 
which will be American, no less than ours. 
The ideals of these new generations are 
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very close to ours; and it is not surprising F— 


that our own literary masters—Poe, Emer- 
son, Whitman, Hawthorne, Melville— 
are familiar in these other American cou 
tries. 

The problem of introducing some of the 
best of these writers into the United 
States is an attractive one. It requires, 
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above all, that the books should be care- 
fully selected, and that the translations 
should be above reproach. For, although 
South American literature is red-blooded 
and full of. action (like Latin American 
life) the literary expression is always of so 
high an order that a mediocre rendering in 
English ruins the effect. 

1 have felt it a duty, no less than a 
pleasure, to “do my bit” in selecting a few 
fne examples of this young, vigorous, 
thrilling and American literature, for read- 
ers who are perhaps a little weary of some 
of the over-civilized and thin-blooded prod- 
ucts that came to us from Europe. And 
therefore, I was glad to accept the invita- 
tion of Farrar and Rinehart to edit a 
series of South American books under their 
imprint, the first just published. 

Our intention is varied. To begin with, 
we shall publish no books except in trans- 
lations that are worthy of the original 
writing. More foreign books have been 
ruined by poor translations, and the chance 
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of more authors to find a large foreign 
public destroyed than is generally known. 
My principle is that it is far better that 
a masterpiece should remain untranslated 
than that it should be butchered by an in- 
sensitive and inadequate rendition. We 
shall try, moreover, to make our selections 
varied, so as to introduce the reader at 
once to the multiple prospects of this new 
field. That is why our first publications 
will range from modern novels by Hernan- 
dez-Cata of Cuba and Azuela of Mexico, 
to the gaucho classics of Argentina. And 
finally, we shall not try to force the pub- 
lic to buy books that are, for one reason 
or another, inaccessible to a broad gen- 
eral interest. 

My own purpose is to make this litera- 
ture familiar to our cultivated public. 
That is why we intend to choose works, 
which in addition to being good litera- 
ture, are good stories; and are likely to 
appeal, through subject matter and through 
treatment, to North American readers.

When I received this announcement, | 
said, “So someone has done it—the kind 
of shop I wanted to open, myself!” 

It is one of a group of specialty shops 
built two years ago by the Van Sweringen 
Brothers at the entrance to Shaker Heights. 
The shops are built of red brick—-Colonial 
design—and all one story high, excepting 
the Tavern, which is two stories high. 
And all encircle the Village Green. 

Miss Climo has been planning this shop 
for a year; and she has been working 1n 
René’s (a children’s specialty shop in the 
group) so that she could learn something 
about her buying public. 

The shops in this location draw their 
customers from homes in the $20,000-and- 
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The new bookshop in Cleveland’s fashionable Shaker Heights, done 


in white enamel woodwork with buff walls. 


up class, and are within fifteen minutes 
of two large private schools for girls and 
one large boys’ school. The Shaker Book 
Shop is done in white enamel woodwork, 
with buff walls; a fine large fireplace with 
a crackling wood fire has the center of one 
wall. Several low chairs with bright cre- 
tonne cushions and good reading lamps are 
scattered about, and there are soft, lovely 
hooked rugs to walk on. 

There are no counters. The shelves are 
crowded with fiction—biography—drama 
—poetry—Dollar Books—those nice Boni- 
books—and a splendid collection of chil- 
dren’s books, in a nook all by themselves. 
There are small tables and chairs there; 
and Miss Climo is arranging a room where 
a friend is going to conduct a children’s 
story hour group. 

Hughlette Wheeler (““Texas,” his 
friends call him) the sculptor, will ex- 
hibit his statuettes of bronchos and cow- 
boys there all winter, and will help sell 
books, too. 

Are you wondering about the cabinet 
of notions referred to in the opening an- 
nouncement? Well, there are rows and 
rows of narrow, glass-front drawers filled

with spools of bright silk thread. Why 
not? If you don’t have silk how can you 
sit and sew while Tex reads to you from 
“Cakes and Ale,” “Nero,” or “Modern 
British Poetry?” 

Dorothy Smith is in charge of the lend- 
ing library, and Miss Climo expects extra 
help on Saturdays from the boys and girls 
in the boarding schools. 

This is the only bookshop in the group, 
and most of the Shaker Heights shopping 
is done in these shops, as the next nearest 
shopping center is half an hour away. 

I noticed a young man greeting custom- 
ers and aiding them in their selection of 
books. I inquired about him, and Miss 
Climo said she didn’t know who he was— 
he had been there all day, and insisted on 
helping—and she did hope he would not 
further insist on her hiring him regularly, 
because she didn’t really need him, and 
did I know any way to get rid of him?... 
But he just would work in a bookshop; 
and even Tex Wheeler couldn’t persuade 
him to leave. 

If I hadn’t heard about him, they might 
be telling the same story about me—be- 
cause it’s a great place to be. 
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I HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto. —BACcOoNn. 


More Discussion of the Duffus 
Survey 


E are very glad to have permis- 

sion to reprint for Publishers’ 

Weekly readers a study of the 

findings of Mr. Duffus’ survey made by 
Charles Brockmann which has won first 
prize in Houghton Mifflin’s offer for the 
best article on how to sell more books. 
Mr. Brockmann came into the book busi- 
ness via Charlotte, N. C., and two years 
ago came to New York and was put in 
charge of the preparations for the first 
expedition of the big blue Bookmobile or- 
ganized by H. W. Wilson Company, pub- 
lishers of the “United States Catalog,” 
with the cooperation of the Publishers’ 
Association, the Booksellers’ Association, 
the Publishers’ Weekly office, and others. 
This experience has given him a great deal 
of first hand knowledge of trade prob- 
lems, and he has brought together a co- 
ordinated picture of conditions with sug- 
gestions for a booktrade program which 
will be well worth studying by the various 
agencies that are now giving close attention 
to the problems of bookselling expansion. 
It may be considered by some that the 
general health of the booktrade is now 
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being given so much attention and so many 
people are feeling its pulse that the Wrist 
of the patient is almost suffering from 
abrasions from too much handling, By 
as a result of discussion of the survey and 
of later action it is hoped that 1930 may 
prove to be as important a decade as was 
the decade of 1920. Mr. Brockmann has 
done the trade good service by studying 
over the many suggestions, coordinating 
them into a tentative program and inject- 
ing many new ideas. ‘The balance of his 
paper will appear in a subsequent issue. 


Remainders Are Still With Us 


HE booktrade is asking with a good 

deal of anxiety as to whether re- 

mainders are to take the important 
place in book merchandising that they did 
last year. In former years remainders went 
out rather without clamor through deal- 
ers’ special catalogs or in thin semi-annual 
sales, but the newly developed method of 
consignment through drug stores has made 
the public remainder conscious, and the 
whole trade is feeling the effect. The 
most disturbing fact has been that the gen- 
eral public sees in these overstock sales 
indication that the publishing business is 
in a sad state. 

The testing center for this kind of dis- 
tribution has been around the Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal in New York. Here quan- 
tities of books have been disposed of. A 
canvass of the situation in that district 
last week to study the present emphasis on 
remainders showed that here in October, 
at the height of the new book season, the 
remainder is as much in evidence as it was 
last season. At Liggett’s at Forty-Second 
Street and Madison Avenue, which has 
long been one of the big outlets, the win- 
dow display carried a big sign reading 
‘Publishers’ Overstock. ‘These books sold 
formerly at $2 to $7. Our Price now 
soc.” At the “United Cigar Store at 
Forty-Second Street and Pershing Square 
a large sign running across the entire wil 
dow reads “Rock bottom prices. Seven 
days only. Reductions on publishers’ over- 
stock.” At the United Cigar Store at 
Forty-Second Street and Vanderbilt Ave- 
nue the sign reads “Add to your library, 
and then on a big center card there 1s 4 
list of the classifications of books available 
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‘cluding biography, art, philosophy, etc.” 
Another United Cigar store was offering 
‘+s own private brand of 50 cent “mys- 
teries’ at 45C 

One or two publishers last spring stated 
that they were going to withdraw all re- 
mainders. The Booksellers’ Association 
has been in touch with publishers, dis- 
cussing whether remainders could not bet- 
ter be marketed through bookstores, where 
people might be led to buy other books 
than through stores where they are made 
the center of unrelated displays on the most 
public corners in the country. Wherever 
remainders have been recently exploited 
they have been displayed in the most con- 
spicuous windows and have thus extended 
the impression to thousands of people who 
do not regularly buy books that books are 
being overproduced and that prices have 


been cut. 
B ber in January and thereafter each 

month the Publishers’ Weekly will 
carry a special supplement of articles and 
news on Selling Staple Stock which is ex- 
pected to become one of the most valuable 
features of the Weekly.

As one gets away from a shop’s active 
front counters of novels and non-fiction, 
one realizes how important it is for the 
dealer to have an adequate supply of a 
bookshop’s staples if he is to serve his com- 
munity well. Under this classification 
come the dictionaries, word books, useful 
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handbooks of all kinds, game books, gift 


editions, the classics, Bibles and graduation 
books etc., and besides these, turning to 
the classified section of publishers’ cata- 
logs we find standard poets, essayists, 
novelists, dramatists, etc. Some of the 
sales in these sections are obtained by 
knowing just what books to have on hand 
to fit each community’s needs. Other sales 
are obtained by good merchandising. Dis- 
cussion of both of these types of business 
will be a part of the text of the monthly 
Department on Selling Staple Stock. 

An interesting example of how a staple 
title of outstanding importance can bulk 
large in business is illustrated from the 
medical field by figures which Appleton 
have compiled on the publication of an- 
other printing of Dr. Osler’s “Principles 
and Practice of Medicine.” The total 
sales of this book have now reached 
$1,500,000, which means salesmen’s com- 
missions of about $400,000 on this book 
alone. In the same summary we find that 
three other best selling medical books, 
Holt’s “Care and Feeding of Children,” 
Williams’ “Obstetrics” and Hiss and Zins- 
ser’s “Bacteriology” have sold to a total 
of $1,750,000. 


Merchants Gone Mad 
ACY’S department store in New 
York is again trying to prove at 


M the expense of the book business 
that a cash store can sell 6% cheaper. than 
a store with charge accounts (if this be 
true money is worth about 72% a year). 

The price demonstration last week was 
a running fight with rivals on Modern 
Library and Dollar Non-Fiction. The 
former (costing Macy 53c. a volume at 
bottom), got down to 10c., then to 9c. 
(one to a customer), then Gimbel’s an- 
nounced unlimited sales at 10c. a volume 
and after that the price bobbed up again 
and the rivalry was centered on Blue Rib- 
bon and Star Dollar Books which reached 
23c. The queues of buyers were 50 yards 
long. ‘To keep dealers away, each book 
was stamped in ink “This book was sold 
at ’s at retail.” 

Customers at these stores will have the 
pleasure of realizing that their purchases 
of other merchandise must make up the 
deficits which these heavy losses create.

Orleans’ famous old French Quarter, 

a stone’s throw from the celebrated 
Jackson Square, the Cabildo, St. Louis 
Cathedral, The Presbytere and the New 
Orleans Little Theatre, the visitor to New 
Orleans will find what is said to be not 
only the most unusual bookshop in America 
but one of the most interesting haunts of 
the literary minded in all the world. 

And Bertha Rolfe, owner and guiding 
genius of “Bertha Rolfe’s Bookshop, 621 
St. Peter Street,” is just as different from 
the average shopkeeper as her shop is from 
the hundreds of others that fill every hole 
in the wall throughout the French Quarter. 

She never worked in a bookstore until 
after she was fifty years old, and that may 
explain why, whatever she is, that her little 
shap is more than a place of business and 
a home to hundreds of famous literary 
folk. 

When Bertha Rolfe graduated from a 
large New Orleans department store to a 
tiny bookshop in the French Quarter, it 
was not long before the young artists, 
writers and others discovered that this 
woman, who understood human nature as 
well as she understood books, was ever 
ready to help solve their problems, serve 
as critic for their work, bank their savings, 
send out their laundry—not to mention 
keeping it under her bookshelves until they 
could call for it—and untold numbers of 
like favors. Through this kindly interest 
in the welfare of her patrons Bertha Rolfe 
earned, and retains today, the honored title, 
“’The Mother of the Quarter.” 

But Bertha Rolfe’s employer did not ap- 
prove of the rapidly growing family fre- 
quenting the small shop and it was not long 
before Bertha’s “children” realized that 
there was a growing need for a shop where 
freedom could be had and where Bertha 
could manage things in her own effective 
manner. 

Then, one day, someone in a group of 


[one in the very heart of New 


Bertha’s “children” that sat discussing the 
organization of a new shop said “This js 
no place for Bertha Rolfe. Here her family 
cannot feel at home and comfortable, | 
suggest that we start a shop of our own for 
her.” The suggestion was hardly spoken 
when a meeting of the “children” was 
called and organization of the shop 
started. Within a month The Quarter’ 
Book Shop was established and Bertha 
Rolfe was queen of the four walls that 
housed it; queen of four walls, a ceiling 
and a floor that had been painted by some 
of the foremost artists and decorators of 
the New Orleans art colony, without 
charge. That was in the fall of 1927 and 
the stock of books consisted of gifts from 
the libraries of Bertha’s “Children.” And 
Bertha conducted the shop in her own im- 
possible and unheard-of-way—just as if she 
were in her own home, mother and hostess 
instead of a shopkeeper. 

But bookshops in the Quarter seldom 
make any more than a precarious living; 
many of them are short-lived. This hostess- 
shopkeeper had no money beside her sixty- 
dollar a month salary and small—though 
rather infrequent — gifts from her real 
family. But a home, food and clothes were 
supplied for her so her maintenance expense 
was negligible. And out of her gifts and 
small salary, Bertha managed to keep most 
of the hitch-hiking derelicts, who came to 
her shop, from starving to death. She kept 
their heads above water until they either 
found work or borrowed enough to move 
on to another town.

It also weathered the 
first summer, with the family constantly 
changing and with, alas, a growing spirit 
of disagreement, which was, of course, to 
be expected in a board with many conflict- 
ing ideas as to the “hows and whys of the 
bookselling business.” Then, finally, the 
“children” decided to give up the respon- 
sibility of directing the shop and the busi- 
ness was offered for sale. Bertha Rolfe, 
who had not a penny saved for such an 
emergency, borrowed from her next-door 
neighbor, who did not want the institu- 
tion (for this is what the shop has become 
in New Orleans) to die, and bought it 
outright! That marked the second vic- 
tory for Bertha Rolfe, the first being the 
Organization of the shop that today car- 


» ties her name. 


_At this point Bertha Rolfe, for the first 
time in her bookselling life, found herself 
in the position to live up to her faith in 
books and most of her theories regarding 
the selling of them. Chief among her 
theories, she says, is the one that tells her 
that when she uses her money for the bene- 
ft of her “children” the supply will 
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not fail. Yet, according to Bertha, when 
she bought the shop it certainly looked as 
if it were failing, but within a month, an 
uncle, with whom Bertha Rolfe had lived, 
died and left her a few much needed dol- 
lars and released her from a home uptown 
to a small room back of 
the bookshop—“Home, 
in truth now, all day 
and all night!” as she 
tells me. 

Bertha Rolfe makes 
it her business to know 
everything that her pa- 
trons might need or de- 
sire to know, and, beside 
the name plate that 
swings outside her shop, 
but two signs are to be 
found there. One reads 
“Bertha Rolfe’s Shop. 
Information Cheerfully 
Given,” and the other, 
“Do Come In.” Of the 
former sign Bertha de- 
clares that the words “Information Cheer- 
fully Given,” are the most treasured in- 
heritance from her father—the desire to 
give cheerfully, and she lives up to her in- 
heritance. The latter sign “Do Come In” 
is a slogan known throughout that section 
of New Orleans bounded by the river, 
Canal Street, Rampart Street and Espla- 
nade Avenue—the Vieux Carre, or Old 
Quarter, often called French Quarter, for 
they are the first words that Bertha will 
greet you with should you linger before 
her little shop and appear interested in the 
things you find there. And when Bertha 
Rolfe says “Do Come In,” there is a sin- 
cerity in her manner of approach that 
needs no further urging on her part, for 
already the visitor is inside. 

Regarding information — in New 
Orleans, of all places, there is a need of 
accurate information. Ask any three people 
you meet, citizen, policeman or so-called 
guide any question about anything and the 
three answers you get will be so different 
that you will despair of finding the truth. 
For this reason the truth or a frank “I do 
not know” from Bertha Rolfe, is an out- 
standing feature of her shop. It has been 
said that Bertha’s knowledge of New 
Orleans and its historic data is without 
equal, and she is often pointed out to visi- 
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tors who seek information with the remark, 
“Ask the lady at the bookshop over there. 
If she can’t answer your question, no one 
can.” 

Bertha Rolfe’s Bookshop has no hired 
assistant, but any one of the owner’s idle 
“children” will keep it when Bertha has to 
leave — as she sometimes must. She has 
even asked a customer, an utter stranger, 
to keep shop for her while she answered a 
neighbor’s call across the street or several 
blocks away. Every “child” and every 
patron of the shop is free to use Bertha 
Rolfe’s property, from the typewriter to 
the screwdriver, butcher knife, umbrella 
and the store alarm clocks—for there are 
extras of them all, just for lending.. Bertha 
also receives magazines, book reviews and 
foreign literary and art material and things 
termed “unks’—something that you do not 
want, in French Quarter language, but 
something someone else might enjoy — 
which find the way to the reading tables 
in her famed establishment. 

Bertha Rolfe is fifty-six years old; yet, 
except from her broad experience with life 
and her clear understanding of human 
nature, she is as young as any one of her 
“children.” Her shop is open from 9 a.m. 
until 2 or 3 a.m. the next morning and a 
good discussion will find the lights still 
burning when the sun comes up “the next 


morning.” One of Bertha’s theories is that 


sleep is unnecessary and she tells her 
patrons, who wonder if her shop ever closes, 
that by keeping it open during such un- 
usual hours she is breaking herself of a bad 
habit! 

Bertha’s shop is cozy, though rather 
roomy, with open bookshelves dividing the 
sales room from the lounging room at the 
back where her “children” read, visit, play 
the phonograph, dance, play chess, dominos 
or cards and drink coffee while they share 
their burning thoughts. 
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Books? Oh, to be sure, it is a bookshop! 
There are books everywhere, neatly ar. 
ranged. New books, old books, books on 
New Orleans, of which some of the latte; 
have been written and illustrated by Bertha 
Rolfe’s “children.” Ten bookcases hold 
part of the stock, at least those that are not 
to be found scattered over the tables o, 
lost in the easy chairs. And there are pic. 
tures on the walls that Bertha’s “children” 
have painted, etched or drawn; pottery on 
the shelves that her “children” have de. 
signed and made. And as Bertha once 
told me, “I have a wonderful family of 
wonderful children and I love them, prob- 
ably, as no mother ever loved them be- 
fore.” 

Among the famous names that are in- 
scribed upon the fine collection of auto- 
graph works, both art and literature, given 
to Bertha are those of: Roark Bradford, 
Lyle Saxon, Oliver LaFarge, Keith Tem- 
ple, Carl Carmer, Alberta Kinsey, Grace 
King, John McClure, William Spratling, 
Natalie Scott, Charles Bein, Daniel Whit- 
ney, Leslie Powell, Juanita Gonzalez, 
Douglas Brown, E. P. O’Donnell, Samuel 
Louis Gilmore, Richard Kirk, John Fin- 
neran, Louis Andrews Fischer, and hun- 
dreds of others who if not known already, 
will, according to Bertha, be known some 
day and perhaps—who knows—be the men 
of the hour. 

Bertha Rolfe has no particular method 
of selling books; she believes that they have 
a personality all their own and if they are 
worthy, they will sell themselves. There 
is nothing unusual about her method of 
displaying her books — a few neatly ar- 
ranged in her small front window, a case 
or so of second-hand volumes outside, that 
is all. No one is asked to buy. It is an open 
shop. 

But inside the shop is Bertha Rolfe, 
bookseller unique!

CuHaptTer XIII 
Relations With Publishers’ Representatwwes 


UBLISHERS’ representatives are 
Pr trained by their companies to 

sell books to the retailers. Their 
one desire is to sell books, their own books. 
This is what it should be. The retailer 
should realize that anything that they say 
has a degree of bias. Particularly are they 
biased in favor of the publishers’ pet au- 
thors and “dark horses.” Each publishing 
house has a limited number of authors who 
form the backbone of their list. These au- 
thors every once in a while write a flop. 
The publishing house knows it is a flop 
but doesn’t dare, because of antagonizing 
the author, say it is a flop. The salesmen 
may either know or not that this is to be 
adud. I have yet to hear a salesman warn 
me on a title that was to be a flop if it 
were by the house’s leading author. The 
reasons are obvious. The other place 
where caution is necessary is in the “dark 
horse” books. In recent years a few books 
every year get off to a phenomenal sale 
after a minimum of advance sale. This 
encourages the publishers to take books 
which have good potentialities and try to 
put them over. The salesmen are urged 
to sell these books and they do. 

The training of the publisher’s repre- 
sentatives is also toward selling the entire 
list. With 7,000 new titles each year, the 
bookshop has to use extreme caution in 
stocking any titles except those that have 
excellent prospects. The houses that have 
long lists of titles cannot afford to let the 
minor titles be neglected. Salesmen have 
told me that they have been severely rep- 
rimanded for not selling the entire list. 
Much money can be lost by being per- 
suaded by salesmen to “represent some of 
the titles.” If a title does not appear to 
have sales possibilities it should not be 
ordered. ‘The salesmen are looking out 
tor their firm’s interests. ‘The bookseller 
has to look out for his, 


Take An Impersonal Attitude 


Some of the men on the road are cer- 
tainly worth knowing well. No matter 
how good a friend of theirs the retailer be- 
comes this friendship should be left out 
when buying. To some this is an easy 
thing to do. If a person is so consituted 
that he cannot be both a personal friend 
and impersonal in business relationships 
then it is best to remain impersonal at all 
times. Friendship in business is valuable 
only as long as the business attitude in busi- 
ness relationships are never subordinated. 


What Can Be Believed 


It is hard to give any set rule as to when 
to believe a salesman and when not to. 
Some houses have a reputation for strict 
veracity in describing publications. Others 
have a tendency to be over-optimistic of 
their prospects. The same is true with 
salesmen. Often retailers form a mistaken 
notion of what salesmen say sincerely. 
One must always remember that they are 
talking from their point of view no mat- 
ter how much they try to take the posi- 
tion of the retailer. Promises of sales- 
men mean nothing unless they write down 
what they say on the order that they send 
into the house. If they say they will take 
something off the bookseller’s hands if it 
does not sell—he should tell them to write 
it on the order form. This does not show 
a lack of confidence on the dealer’s part; 
it shows good business judgment. If they 
say something will sell, and it doesn’t, the 
bookseller should remind them of it the 
next time they call. Soon he can find 
out whose judgment is reliable. Sales- 
men’s promises in themselves mean noth- 
ing. I have found in a few cases sales- 
men whose words mean what they say. A 
bookseller soon learns who these salesmen 
are—also he learns those words mean 


little. 
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Checking Catalogs 


Salesmen are sent by publishers to call 
on the trade at great expense. ‘They al- 
ways send advance notices with a stock 
list. “This should be checked before they 
arrive. It takes no longer than after they 
arrive and saves their time. ‘The stock 
list is one of the most important things 
to keep up to date. A bookstore can’t live 
on new books alone. The use of stock 
records will be discussed more fully in a 
later chapter. 

If appointments are made with a sales- 
man they should be kept to the minute. 
Many salesmen tell me that many buyers 
are careless in making appointments and 
break them constantly. This is a form of 
commercial discourtesy that is inexcusable. 
If the buyer has a way of forgetting ap- 
pointments he should tell the salesman to 
phone him a few minutes before the time 
he should leave to get to the appointed 
place. 

If the buyer can see the salesman at the 
time he calls he should do so and have it 
over with. If he is alone in the shop and 
will be busy for some time, he should tell 
him so and make an appointment for a 
more convenient time. Promptly at six 
is a good hour for booksellers. Other 
buyers will see salesmen early in the morn- 
ing. This is likely to be hard on the sales- 
men, but they are all out to do business. 

If there are some titles on which it is 
hard to make a decision they should be 
entered on a separate list and later decided 
upon. Large stores have a rule requiring

HE list of best-selling fiction com- 

piled by Books of the Month under- 

went almost complete revision dur- 
ing the first month of fall. Five new titles 
appeared on the list, and previous best 
sellers toppled to give way to them.

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confirmations of orders. This saves much 
overbuying. It is a good practice at times 
for smaller stores. It is better, however, 
never to place an order on anything that 
cannot be certainly confirmed. Note should 
be made of anything that cannot be decided 
on one way or the other definitely. 

The bookseller should insist on getting 
a copy of the order just as it is sent in to 
the publishing house; then write it up in 
his own order book so that all records wil] 
be kept uniformly. He should have all the 
orders that have not been filled in one 
place and totaled so that at any time he 
can tell how much is coming and what 
it 1s. 

At all times it is advisable to do one’s 
own deciding. Only in this way can mis- 
takes be corrected. It never pays to let 
another do the deciding in one’s own busi- 
ness. ‘There are plenty of people who are 
glad to do this for one if only one will 
permit it. 


Relations With Jobbers 


The jobber has an important place in 
the book business. Many small _book- 
shops will find it to their advantage to 
place a large portion of their business with 
jobbers. ‘This is especially true if the 
shop is located either near New York or in 
an inaccessible locality. It will save much 
time in dealing with salesmen, will mean 
concentration of buying, and in the long 
run will be no more expensive. If a per- 
son is naturally catalog minded it may be 
the best way to place all of the business.

Published in 1896 the sale rose from 3,000 
copies the first year to 100,000 copies a 
year. It has sold a total of 1,436,000 
copies.

Fanny Farmer 


Fanny Farmer was born in Boston on 
March 23, 1857. While she was attend- 
ing high school in Medford she suffered a 
paralytic shock and had to give up going 
on to college. For the next ten years she 
made herself useful at home, the Farmer 
tamily taking in boarders. When she was 
twenty-eight years old she entered the Bos- 
ton Cooking School and was graduated in 
1889. Immediately after her graduation 
she became assistant to the principal, and 
in 1891 she became the head of the school. 
It vas Fanny Farmer who established the 
principle of level measurements in cook- 
ery. This principle which is widely in use 
now was brought about solely through her 
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work and the influence of her book. 

The fact that this is but the fourth edi- 
tion in its career of thirty-four years shows 
the care and thoroughness with which each 
edition was prepared. In recent years new 
vegetables and new salad greens have come 
into use as well as new ways of preparing 
those formerly known, so many new reci- 
pes have been added to this new edition. 
New chapters on first courses and on salad 
accompaniments have been devised to suit 
modern tastes. A chapter on cold des- 
serts now tells how to prepare frozen 
desserts in mechanical refrigerators. Many 
other new recipes have been included and 
many of the larger recipes have been cut 
down to meet the requirements of modern 
families. 


Stokes Will Publish Pershing 
Memoirs 


REDERICK A. STOKES will pub- 
HK lish the long-awaited War Memoirs 

of General John J. Pershing under 
the title of “My Experiences in the World 
War.” Numerous important American 
publishers have for months been competing 
for this great prize. The American Com- 
mander-in-Chief’s full record of his war 
experiences will undoubtedly be one of the 
most important books about the war. 
General Pershing himself says that the 
American public knows nothing about the 
war and that this work will give them 
the truth. The work will comprise over 
two hundred and fifty thousand words and 
will be published in April, 1931. It will 
appear in two volumes at $10 per set, 
generally uniform with Viscount Grey’s 
“Twenty-Five Years,” and there will be 
a limited autograph edition at about $25 
per set. It is expected that advance orders 
for at least one hundred thousand sets will 
be secured, with a powerful stimulation 
to the spring business of the retail book 
trade. 

Mr. Stokes regards the work as the 
most important one published by his house 
during the fifty years of its existence, 
which will have elapsed at just about the 
time of publication of General Pershing’s 
Memoirs and says “Could we have:a bet- 
ter fiftieth birthday gift?” 
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Americans Publish in Paris 


ONROE WHEELER and Bar- 
M bara Harrison, Americans, have 

started a publishing business in 
Paris at 32, rue de Vaugirard, to be 
known as “Harrison of Paris Editions de 
Luxe.” Mr. Wheeler is in this country 
staying at the Hotel Lafayette in New 
York, making contacts for the distribution 
of the firm’s output. The first four books, 
now ready, include “The Wild West,” 
being stories by Bret Harte with illustra- 
tions by Pierre Falké, the reproduction of 
which is done by the Pouchoir process; 
Thomas Mann’s “A Sketch of My Life,” 
which is a short autobiography; Glenway 
Wescott’s ““The Babe’s Bed;” and Shake- 
speare’s “Venus and Adonis.” The Har- 
rison Company is adopting the French sys- 
tem of printing a few copies on China or 
Japan vellum, richly bound, these at prices 
ranging from $15 to $250, while the bal- 
ance are editions varying from 400 copies 
to 900 copies at about $5 each. 


Wall Street Booksellers to Move 
THE firm of Ball & Wilde, which so 


courageously pioneered in ground floor 
bookselling in the heart of the Wall Street 
district, has, after five years at 30 Broad 
Street, made its plans, because of the com- 
ing reconstruction at that address, to move 
to the big New Maritime Exchange Build- 
ing at 80 Broad Street, one block further 
down. This new shop will have a 16 foot 
frontage, 27 foot depth and a basement 
twice this depth. A broad stairway is 
planned by the owners of the building to 
take a large part of the business easily to 
the lower floor. A twenty year lease has 
been signed. 

Sarah B. Ball, who founded this busi- 
ness, was formerly connected with the 
Newark Public Library, and, after a short 
experience with Doubleday’s Wall Street 
Shop, launched out for herself in the sum- 
mer of 1925. Her partner, Helen W. 
Hyndman, is vice-president and secretary 
of the company. The establishing of a 
shop so close to the very center of the 
financial district attracted a great deal of 
attention, and its success has been due to 
very hard and intelligent work on the part 
of its owners. Miss Ball has served for 
four years as lecturer on book selection and 
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bookselling at the Columbia summer schoo] 
and has contributed important articles on 
trade matters to the Publishers’ W eekly,

also includes examples of printers’ marks 
of the early period and a glossary of book 
terminology.

Some of these juvenile manuscripts sur- 
vive, each written in a hand incredibly 
fine—Mr. Bronté, perhaps, busy at the 
composition of his sermons, had little paper 
to spare for these ephemera of the nursery. 
It is worthy of note, by the way, that in 
the Bronté household the nursery was 
called the children’s study. 

The daughters received not alone genu- 
ine cultural advantages at home, but in 
addition were well schooled for their time, 
place and circumstances. Training and en- 
vironment, no less than some freak of 
heredity, must be invoked to explain the 
facile flowering of the four-ply Bronté 
genius. Branwell, the object of the de- 
voted homage of his sisters, received, in- 
stead of formal schooling, the particular 
care of his father. His ultimate fall was 
from a pedestal of his father’s own rear- 
ing. Branwell Bronté’s escapades were 
neither vastly heinous nor unusual; he 
who was a bold, bad creature in Haworth 
would have appeared but a pallid repro- 
bate against the background of London. 
Branwell Bronté’s memory, at this dis- 
tance, merits only two emotions: pity for 
his human failings, and admiration for his 
intellectual powers. 

From pupil to teacher was the almost 
inevitable transition of that day for a 
humble curate’s daughters—and the appli- 
cation of the rule to the Bronté trio, 
familiar enough to the reader of their 
novels, need not be detailed here. But a 
new world dawned for Charlotte and 
Emily early in 1842 when they set out 
for Brussels and the boarding school of 
M. Constantin Héger. M. Héger was to 
become, thanks to the accident of the 
Brontés’ enrolment, and wholly in his own 
despite, one of the great romantic figures 
of Victorian literary history. He was a 
solid, balanced person and an unusually 
competent teacher—a great teacher, one in- 
cisive student of the Bronté chronicle has 
characterized him. Out of this relation- 
ship of teacher and pupil (and subsequent- 
ly of master and teacher) sprang the Great 
Bronté Question: Was Charlotte in love 
with M. Héger? 

_ The question had been agitated and de- 
bated for more than half a century when, 
in 1913, the London Times published four 
letters from Charlotte to M. Héger which 
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had just been given to the British Museum 
by M. Héger’s son, then president of the 
Royal Academy of Medicine at Brussels. 
The letters are available in Clement K. 
Shorter’s ‘““The Brontés and Their Circle” 
and in M. (not yet Abbé) Ernest 
Dimnet’s “The Bronté Sisters,” to which 
Andrew Lang paid the striking tribute of 
saying that “the best book on the Brontés 
is in French.’’* 

Abbé Dimnet’s conclusions are these: 

“What is love? and what is it to be in 
love? Divergency in the answers to these 
simple questions is apparently apt to make 
people cross and prove that the questions 
are not simple. The interest in one person 
which leads so many people to marriage 
is constantly and unchallangeably called 
love by people who refuse the name to 
‘devotion all-absorbing and passionate to 
an extraordinary degree.’ Racial elements 
evidently intervene where philosophy ought 
to remain supreme. So I shall leave this 
question, which ought no longer to be 
irritating but evidently still is so, merely 
stating my conviction, first, that Charlotte 
never asked herself if she was or was not 
in love with Monsieur Heéger, and sec- 
ond, that had the latter seemed inclined 
to show, in his turn, anything like ‘devo- 
tion all-absorbing and passionate to an 
extraordinary degree,’ she would have 
promptly silenced him. ‘There was no 
divorce in Belgium in those days, and had 
there been, Charlotte Bronté would not for 
one instant have considered the possibility. 
. . Everything is said when it is recalled 
that, as everybody agrees, Charlotte 
Bronté was as pure as she was impas- 
sioned.” 

In other words, the answer to the Great 
Bronté Question is that least satisfactory 
of all answers: yes and no. But this was, 
perhaps, Charlotte’s own answer to her 
own questioning heart. 

But however great or little the emo- 
tional importance of the Belgian exper'- 
ence, it was of vast intellectual signifi- 
cance. It would one day provide a back- 
ground for two of Charlotte’s novels— 
her first and her last. 


* Further striking evidence of the extent of French 
interest in the Brontés is provided in the recent pub- 
lication of an English translation, by Roberts Tapley, 
of “Three Virgins of Haworth,” Being an Account 
of the Bronté Sisters, by Emilie and Georges Romieu 
(Dutton). 
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Haworth must have seemed trebly de- 
pressing after Brussels. ‘The sisters debated 
the matter of starting a school, but the 


‘dea never went further. One day there- 
after, toward the end of 1843, there oc- 
curred in the Haworth parsonage a slight 
byt momentous accident. Charlotte chanced 
to pick up a copy-book that proved to be 
flled with Emily’s poems. Charlotte read 
them, and praised them to her sister. 
Emily was indignant, not at the praise, 
but at the discovery. Anne timidly offered 
hers for the oldest sister’s inspection. 
Charlotte had a few poems too. Why 
not a book of poems by three sisters? 
There was the Tennysonian precedent— 
“Poems by Iwo Brothers” (actually three 
brothers). Emily was won over; the 
manuscript was assembled and_ started 
on its rounds. It shuttled back and forth 
between Haworth and London, and _ be- 
tween Haworth and Edinburgh, nearly a 
dozen times. And then the sisters took 
the boldest step of their lives. They 
brought it out at their own expense, in 
May, 1846, as “Poems by Currer, Ellis 
and Acton Bell.” Care was taken in the 
selection of the pseudonyms to choose 
designations that might be either mascu- 
line. or feminine, though probably neither 
before nor since was a girl christened 
Currer nor Ellis nor Acton, while there 
are numerous male precedents (today at 
least) for Ellis and Acton. The girls had 
contrived to buy a share each in the new 
Liverpool Railroad, and Abbé Dimnet be- 
lieves that the Bronté holdings may have 
been dumped on the market to pay the 
house of Aylott and Jones of London the 
demanded sum of thirty-one pounds. 

It is of record that two copies were 
sold within a year. A few review copies 
Were sent out; later Charlotte despatched 
copies to a handful of literary notables. 
hose who like to play with book values 
can profitlessly conjecture what the copy 
she sent to Tennyson would bring today. 
Uninscribed, the “Poems” with the Aylott 
and Jones imprint is among the notable 
rarities of the nineteenth century. 

_ Publication of the poems, even though 
it was done at the authors’ expense, proved 
a spur to composition at Haworth. Ere 
long Charlotte, Emily and Anne had com- 
pleted novels, and the three manuscripts 
were bundled off to Messrs. Aylott and 
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Jones, who, blind to the sales possibilities 
of issuing three novels by three sisters 
simultaneously, returned them. One 
reason may have been that Messrs. Aylott 
and Jones did not know that Currer, 
Ellis and Acton Bell were sisters. 

So the package (a far bulkier one than 
the poems) made, like them, the dispiriting 
round of the publishing world. It is of 
record that Charlotte, every time it re- 
turned, simply crossed out the name of the 
last addressee and added a new one with- 
out changing the wrapper—further indi- 
cation, perhaps, of a persistent paper short- 
age at Haworth. Ultimately Charlotte 
separated her manuscript from the pack- 
age and sent “The Professor” on its way 
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alone. Emily’s “Wuthering Heights” and 
Anne’s “Agnes Grey”’ finally reached port 
with a publisher named Thomas Cautley 
Newby, whose memory derives such im- 
mortality as still adheres to it from the 
fact of this dual acceptance. 

“The Professor” came at last to the 
hands of William Smith Williams, reader 
for Smith Elder & Co., accompanied by 
a note saying that the author was now 
at work on a three-volume novel. Mr. 
Williams returned the manuscript, but ex- 
pressed eagerness to inspect the new work. 
Clement K. Shorter finds it difficult to 
understand why “The Professor” was de- 
clined, but himself elsewhere in ‘The 
Brontés and Their Circle” offers the sug- 
gestion that it was probably refused 
“rather on account of its insufficient length 
than for any other cause.” It was not 
published until after her death. 

Mr. Williams’s kindly, critical and ap- 
preciative letter was all the incentive 
needed for the confident dispatch of the 
longer novel. It went forward on August 
24, 1847, accompanied by the following 
note: 

“T now send you per rail a MS. entitled 
‘Jane Eyre,’ a novel in three volumes, by 
Currer Bell. I find I cannot prepay the 
carriage of the parcel, as money for that 
purpose is not received at the small sta- 
tion-house where it is left. If, when you 
acknowledge the receipt of the MS., you 
would have the goodness to mention the 
amount charged on delivery, I will imme- 
diately transmit it in postage stamps. It 
is better in future to address Mr. Currer 
Bell, under cover to Miss_ Bronté, 
Haworth, Bradford, Yorkshire, as there 
is a risk of letters otherwise directed not 
reaching me at present.” 

The manuscript was accepted overnight. 
One might almost say it was published 
overnight, for on October 19th, fifty-six 
days after its dispatch, Charlotte Bronté 
received and acknowledged her six author’s 
copies. “You have given the work,” she 
wrote, “every advantage which good paper, 
clear type, and a seemly outside can sup- 
ply ;—if it fails, the fault will lie with the 
author,—you are exempt.” 

But it would soon be proved that there 
need be no worry on this score. The 
earliest reviews were somewhat lacking in 
cordiality, but Mr. Bell believed, quite 
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properly, that “a brisk sale would be effec. 
tual support under the hauteur of lofty 
critics.” A copy of the Examiner con. 
taining a notice of the book was missent. 
and Mr. Bell advised: “Allow me to ip. 
timate that it would be better in future 
not to put the name of Currer Bell on the 
outside of communications; if directed 
simply to Miss Bronté they will be more 
likely to reach their destination safely. 
Currer Bell is not known in the district. 
and I have no wish that he should become 
known.” 

The “effectual support” sought by Mr. 
Bell was not lacking; in January of 1848 
a second edition of “Jane Eyre” appeared 
—perhaps the most famous second edition 
in the chronicle of Victorian bibliography, 
and a collector’s item in its own right. 
For it is this second edition which con- 
tained the famous dedication to Thack- 
eray, and which proved of itself an “effec- 
tual support” to the success of ‘Vanity 
Fair.” 

Some part at least of the early success of 
“Jane Eyre” was the result of a natural 
curiosity regarding its authorship. Its 
publishers were almost certainly convinced 
that it was the work of a woman. She 
did not meet them until the summer of 
1848, when she detailed the incident thus: 

“We found 65 [Cornhill] to be a large 
bookseller’s shop, in a street almost as 
bustling as the Strand. We went in, 
walked up to the counter. There were 
a great many young men and lads here 
and there. I said to the first I could ac- 
cost, ‘May I see Mr. Smith?’ He hes- 
tated, looked a little surprised. We sat 
down and waited a while, looking at some 
books on the counter, publications of theirs 
well known to us, of many of which they 
had sent us copies as presents. At last we 
were shown up to Mr. Smith. ‘Is it Mr. 
Smith? I said, looking up through my 
spectacles at a tall young man. ‘It is. 
I then put his own letter into his hand 
directed to Currer Bell. He looked at it 
and then at me again. ‘Where did you 
get this?’ he said. I laughed at his per 
plexity; a recognition took place. I gave 
my real name.... Mr. Smith hurried out 
and returned quickly with one whom he 
introduced as Mr. Williams, a pale, mild. 
stooping man of fifty, very much like 4 
faded Tom Dixon. Another recognition 
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In early November we publish our second book, THE ENG-

and a long nervous shaking of hands. Then 
followed talk—talk—talk, Mr. Williams 
being silent, Mr. Smith loquacious.” In 
any dialog in which Charlotte Bronté 
was one of the interlocutors, if one of 
them was loquacious, it was never Char- 
lotte Bronté. 

There is one touching little incident in 
the history of “Jane Eyre” that no com- 
mentator on the Brontés can avoid men- 
tioning—-and they must all take it from a 
common source: Mrs. Gaskell’s “Life of 
Charlotte Bronté,” one of the greatest of 
the world’s biographies, despite its short- 
comings, and a veritable encyclopedia of 
Brontéana. 

In the summer of 1846 Mr. Bronté was 
stricken blind. An operation for cateract 
was performed, and was successful. He 
was in his seventieth year, and, even apart 
from his eye trouble, was not in the best 
of health—and in addition to normal 
worries there was Branwell. His daugh- 
ters decided not to increase his troubles by 
confiding to him the fact that they had 
turned author. Once, when Mr. Bronté 
chanced to have answered the postman’s 
call, and was asked for the whereabouts 
of Currer Bell, he replied, reasonably, that 
“there was no such person in the parish.” 

But now it could be told—‘“‘Jane Eyre” 
was out. Emily and Anne argued that 
Charlotte should tell him the good news. 
Charlotte “accordingly went into his study 
one afternoon after his early dinner, carry- 
ing with her a copy of the book, and two 
or three reviews, taking care to include a 
notice adverse to it.” The conversation 
that followed she conveyed to Mrs. Gas- 
kell as she remembered it: 

“Papa, I’ve been writing a book.”

“My dear! you've never thought of the 
expense it will be!

She read the notices and left the book 
with him. He joined the girls at tea, and 
said to Emily and Anne: “Girls, do you 
know Charlotte has been writing a book, 
and it is much better than likely?” 

He was proud of his children’s prowess, 
and perhaps, pardonably, a little jealous 
of it. For who read, or who reads, “Cot. 
tage Poems,’ “The Rural Minstrel,” 
“The Cottage in the Wood” or “The 
Maid of Killarney”’—who but an occa- 
sional and determined student of the career 
of the Bronté sisters? Some of the quartet 
are sufficiently difficult to acquire, for the 
understandable reason that they originally 
appeared in small editions. A copy of 
“Cottage Poems” in the Kern sale—“very 
rare,” and inscribed by the author to Miss 
Fennell, ‘“‘as a Token of his purest Friend- 
ship, and Christian Love,”—brought $135. 
But a few minutes earlier (for in the 
strictness of the alphabet father must fol- 
low daughter) a ‘Jane Eyre had sold for 
$3600. It was bound in the original 
brown cloth—that “‘seemly outside” which 
had won the hearty approval of Currer 
Bell.

HE book auction houses in London 
and in this country are all getting 
busy. ‘There appears, at this writ- 
ing, to be no lack of material to keep 
the sales going, but there have been few 
important sales announced as yet. Appar- 
ently the usual feeling out of the auction 
market is being made, and when assur- 
ances are felt that conditions are right, 
announcements in regard to the more valu- 
able collections will follow. It will be a 
month, or more, before the auction houses 
will want to give details of forthcoming 
sales, and it is probable that the best sales 
of the season will follow the holidays, as 
has been the custom for several years, 


HE Union Square Book Shop, 30 East 
Fourteenth Street, held a book sale on 
September 30, when first editions of Amer- 
ican authors and autographic material of 


Christopher Morley were dispersed. A 


typewritten manuscript of a playlet by 
George Bernard Shaw, “The War Indem- 
nities,” 5 pages, quarto, with author’s cor- 
rections, brought $220, the highest price 
of the sale. “In Modern Dress,” a manu- 
script of seven quarto leaves, written by 
Christopher Morley brought $97.50, and a 
long series of galley proofs and manuscripts 
brought from $15 to $100 each. George 
H. Sargent’s “The Writings of A. Edward 
Newton,” with a few autographic com- 
ments by Morley, brought $77.50. The 
collector’s interest in Christopher Morley 
made a successful sale of some very ordi- 
nary material. 


N October 20 the American Art Asso- 

ciation Anderson Galleries, Inc., will 
have a sale of American and foreign auto- 
graphs, historical and literary, from the 
collections of C. J. Murray West, John 
W. Haarer, Norman Howard and the late 
Samuel Kalisch, and others. Autographs 
of Signers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence include two signatures by ‘Thomas 
Lynch, Jr., in a book from his library; 
presidents of the United States; musical 


manuscripts by Mozart and Beethoven; 
important American historical letters, and 
other desirable manuscript material, to- 
gether with a small collection of historical 
and literary autograph letters sold for the 
benefit of the Theosophical University of 
Point Loma, California. On October 21, 
the library of the late Samuel Kalisch, to- 
gether with the library of Dr. Ross Thal- 
heimer, of Baltimore, Md., selections from 
the library of Dr. Frederick A. Woods, of 
Brookline, Mass., with additions, will be 
dispersed. ‘This sale includes library sets 
of standard authors, first editions of Amer- 
ican and English authors, and duplicates 
from the combined art and book reference 
libraries of the American Art Association 
Anderson Galleries, Inc. ‘The first edi- 
tions include the privately printed “Mag- 
gie,” by Stephen Crane, a fine copy, partly 
unopened, of the first edition of “The Red 
Badge of Courage,” by the same author, 
and a fragment of an early draft of the 
book in the author’s handwriting. 


HE Newark Galleries, Inc., will open 

the season with a sale of first editions 
of American and English authors, includ- 
ing autograph letters and manuscripts, on 
October 23. Among the authors repre- 
sented are Aldrich, Barrie, Robert Brown- 
ing, Bryant, Cable, Clemens, Conrad, 
Cooper, Crane, Emerson, Field, Hardy, 
Hawthorne, Hearn, O. Henry, Irving, 
Longfellow, Melville, Poe, Stevenson, 
Swinburne, and Whittier. ‘The cataloger 
says “the books came to us directly from 
the shelves of the original owners, have 
never previously been in the hands of a 
dealer or binder, and are untouched in any 
way,” which means, or course, that the 
books are in first class condition. 


ff ROM Elkin Mathews Limited, of 

London, comes a catalog of “English 
Literature in the Early Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, 1789-1837” with an introduction by 
Edmund Blunden, an octavo of 246 pages, 
2,193 items, all carefully described and 
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frequently with interesting notes. Many 
of the authors are of minor importance and 
not all are first editions, but there are 
many very rare books, and the catalog is 
well worth preserving for the well-ar- 
ranged information which it contains. A 
few of the items of distinction which it 
contains include Jane Austen’s ‘‘Sense and 
Sensibility,’ 3 vols., full calf binding, 
£155; Coleridge’s “The Fall of Robes- 
pierre,” levant morocco, 1794, first edition 
of the author’s first book, £105; Keats’s 
“Lamia; Isabella; The Eve of St. Agnes, 
and Other Poems,” polished calf, 1820, 
£200; Lamb’s “Blank Verse,” original 
boards, 1798, £145; Scott’s Waverley 
Novels, 74 vols., all first editions except 
“Waverley” which is a second edition, in 
original boards, £1,450; and Words- 
worth’s “Lyrical Ballads,” 1798, the only 
known copy in the earliest unpublished 
state, with the signatures D and E, con- 
taining the poem “Lewti: or the Circas- 
sian Love Chant,” which was subsequent- 
ly removed, and the original contents leaf 
cancelled. The errata leaf and leaf of 
Cottle’s advertisements are also present 
and the book is entirely uncut. ‘This 
unique Wordsworth rarity is priced at 
£1,100. 

Within the Compass of a Print Shop is 
a monthly publication issued by Holman’s 
Print Shop, Inc., 5a Park Street, Boston, 
Mass.

Although it will be the 
particular duty of Within the Compass to 
keep its readers informed of the stock and 
activities of Holman’s, nothing that it is 
possible or practical to look upon as within 
the compass of a print shop will be con- 
sidered irrelevant. We shall try to keep 
it from being freakish and from being flat.” 
Holman’s Print Shop, Inc., was opened a 
short time ago, and soon after the Boston 
Transcript printed this paragraph: “Louis 
A. Holman, for many years associated with 
Goodspeed’s Book Shop, undaunted at the 
age of sixty-four, has launched into busi- 
ness for himself. And the good wishes 
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of his former employers christen the ship 
of enterprise in which he ventures forth, 
At No. 5a Park Street, in the basement

The original Chaucer text has been 
put in ten-point Granjon with a six-point 
leading, while the new version on the in- 
side column is in fourteen-point Granjon 
with a two-point leading. This brings 
the two texts parallel, line for line and 
yet makes it easier to read either column 
without the eye’s carrying over into the 
other. In the prose material, “The Par- 
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son’s Tale,” etc., the same plan is carried 
out, although the two texts are not parallel 
line for line to the end of each paragraph. 

The volume has been bound in unfin- 
ished linen of buff color, lettered in gold. 
There are 999 copies in the edition, of 
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which 75 copies with an extra run of jj. 
lustrations with specially drawn back- 
ground printed in panels of five and op 
special paper are sold at $250 a set. ‘The 
balance of the edition, 924, are sold at 


$50. All are signed by Mr. Kent,

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20th (and incidentally correcting several 
errors which appeared therein), Carrol] 
Wilson of New York writes: “Follow- 
ing up the article in the Publishers’ 
Weekly for September 20th, may I make 
some suggestions as to the first appearances 
of portraits of American authors in their 
own books? 

“Whittier’s portrait, I believe, is first 
found, in his own books, in his ‘Poems,’ 
published by B. B. Mussey & Co., in Bos- 
ton in 1849—a book whose neglect by col- 
lectors is to me incomprehensible, since it 
is not only a rather attractive book, but 
is also the first attempt at a complete col- 
lection, and a first edition in book form 
of some 24 of his poems. An equally 
striking portrait appears in the Blue and 
Gold Series in 1857. 

“Holmes’s portrait first appeared in the 
1851 edition of his ‘Poems’—another un- 
collected book, but for a good reason; it 
contains no material not already found in 
the edition of 1849—and continues to ap- 
pear in the various near-annual editions of 
this publication through 1861, when the 
Blue and Gold edition superseded it. In 
addition, the 1859 edition of ‘Songs and 
Poems of the Class of 1829’ sometimes 
contains a portrait of Holmes, and some- 
times does not. Scarcely any two copies 
are bound alike, and it seems impossible 
now to tell whether it is the earlier or 
later copies which contain the portrait (a 
very bad one). It is present, however, in 
the copy which the class secretary gave to 
the Harvard College Library. (While 
this is not, technically, a Holmes book, 
since nine of its seventeen poems are by 
other persons, every Holmes collector has 
to have one—if he can find it.) 

“Incidentally, the best extensive collec- 
tion of portraits of these early American 
authors that I know of—and still obtain- 
able for very little money—is in that curl- 
ous compilation, ‘The Knickerbocker Gal- 
lery,’ 1855. Holmes and Longfellow are 
particularly good—and the book happens 
to be a first edition for each of them. 

“Finally, your reference to Kipling 
moves me to inquire whether any one 
knows of an earlier portrait of Hardy in 
a Hardy book than that in the Harper 
paper-covered edition of “Wessex Tales’ 
(Franklin Square Library No. 621; May, 
1888). This also is far from a ‘speaking 
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likeness, since it greatly resembles Presi- 
dent Garfield, with a touch of James Rus- 
sell Lowell. I cannot place any similar 
English Hardy portrait before the one- 
volume edition of “Tess’ in 1892, but I am 
not familiar with the English editions sub- 
sequent to the firsts.” 


PLAIN reader and hard-bitten collector 
alike (the twain occasionally meet) will 
enjoy Vincent Starrett’s “All About 
Mother Goose,” which the Appellicon 
Press issued a few months ago in an edi- 
tion of 275 signed copies printed at the 
Merrymount Press. The “all” about 
Mother Goose is unfortunately little 
enough, like the all about William Shake- 
speare, but the paucity of the world’s 
knowledge of her makes Mr. Starrett’s 
assembling of such data as do exist the 
more provocative and stimulating. The 
business becomes highly involved at the 
very outset, for the lady enjoys a multiple 
personality that laughs at calendars and 
national boundaries. ‘We are informed,” 
says Mr. Starrett, “that she was Charles 
Perrault of France, John Newbery of 
England, and Elizabeth Vergoose (née 
Foster) of Boston, Massachusetts. It has 
even been suggested that she was Oliver 
Goldsmith, which would be a delightful 
discovery indeed, if only it could be 
proved.” 

Elizabeth Vergoose of Boston is obvious- 
ly the most romantic possibility, and has 
this department’s sentimental vote regard- 
less of evidence already available or yet to 
be unearthed. And it is pleasant to have 
Mr. Starrett declare categorically: ‘She 
is the American Mother Goose. A claim 
has been advanced for her that has never

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been disproved, that probably never can 
be disproved.” 

A collection of Mother Goose melodies 
may have been published in Boston in 1719 
—the possibility is something to tuck in 
the back of one’s mind, anyway. Perrault’s 
“Les Contes de ma Mére L’Oye (Tales 
of My Mother Goose)” was published in 
France in 1697, and the tales were tales, 
not rhymes. Among them were “Little 
Red Riding Hood,’ “Blue Beard” and 
“Cinderella.” An English translation ap- 
peared in 1729. Sometime before 1767 
the admired (and admirable) John New- 
bery issued the earliest edition of the 
melodies, but no copy of this edition is 
known. 

Isaiah Thomas reprinted the melodies in 
Worcester about 1785, and doubtless many 
times thereafter. It is in the Newbery 
and Thomas anthologies that “(Ding Dong 
Bell,” “Ride a Cock Horse,” “Little Jack 
Horner,” “Dickery Dickery Dock” and 
others of their familiar school won their 
way to immortality.

“Willis Hawkins, a member of the old 
Lanthorn Club, was employed by the New 
York World to gather current data relat- 
ing to New York City affairs, with desk 
room in the Municipal Building to further 
him in this task. In this room also was 
Albert V. Sielke, an ardent booklover, who 
in casual conversation with Hawkins one 
day discovered that the latter possessed 
the manuscript of Stephen Crane’s “Red 
Badge of Courage.”’ Now, to discover that 
the manuscript of a noted book is in exist- 
ence (this was about eight years ago) is 
an event worth recording, but to find out 
that it is for sale is a happening which 
imparts the thrill of a lifetime to anyone 
interested in literature. My good friend 
Sielke informed me that this precious 
manuscript could be purchased, and it is 
needless to say that very little time inter- 
vened before Hawkins and myself engaged 
in a phone conversation which had as its 
culmination the making of an appoint- 
ment to view. 

“T can never fully banish from my 
mind that visit to Hawkins’s apartment in 
Brooklyn. Our conversation in the main 
was about books and men, a talk which 
lasted at least several hours before we 
finally drifted to the matter which had my 
visit as its objective. Even then it was 
with difficulty that I brought up the mat- 
ter of the manuscript. The old man 
seemed loath to bring the matter to a 
conclusion, but eventually, it was my priv- 
ilege to view it. It carefully reposed in 
a bookcase, and when unwrapped, reminded 
one of an old ledger similar to those used 
by bookkeepers thirty-five years ago. The 
drafts of the book, as I recall, commenced 
at opposite ends of the volume, with many 
many corrections and delineations in the 
author’s hand. Included with the manu- 
scripts were letters of the author signed 
in many instances ‘S.C.’ The price of 
the collection was a $2500—a sum which 
in those days, compared with other manu- 
scripts of note, seemed excessively high, so 
that eventually the transaction came to 
naught. A condition was also made by 
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Hawkins which was that no _ bookseller 
could purchase this collection; the profits 
were to be all his; nobody else was to reap 
the benefits of all the years he had hoarded 
these precious things. Eventually | 
understood that the entire lot was sold to 
a prominent bookseller of Chicago. What 
this collection would bring to-day would, 
I imagine, be four to five times the asking 
price of Hawkins.”

generation, a fine printer, a notable journa- 
list and the unacknowledged pioneer of 
modern type design in England — John 
Bell.”

He was, withal, a testy, 
virile, inventive man, and it is well to 
have the scant facts of his life brought to- 
gether by Mr. Morison. 

The book was printed by the author 
at the University Press at Cambridge, 
England, in an edition of 300 copies at 
63s., and the type selected is that which 
Mr. Bell himself sponsored, the originals 
of which have been recast at the foundry 
of Stephenson and Blake.
